You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Gilmanton  on 
Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, to  act  upon  the  following  subjects:

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE 
WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business, 
good  business!   This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N. 
H.  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since 
1909  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the 
Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire 
protection  program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  person- 
nel that  has,  in  the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hamp- 
shire as  a  leader  in  forest  fire  prevention  and  control. 
Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest  fires  of  ^^  acre  per  fire 
is  the  best  in  the  nation.   This  fire  record  has  come 
about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  state/town 
forest  fire  protection  program.   The  state  provides  detec- 
tion of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire  wardens,  low 
cost  forest  fire  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  de- 
partments, and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.   Local 
governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  ap- 
pointed as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond 
quickly  to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  an- 
nual acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  aver- 
age fire  burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of 
S.   acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  state/towns  and 
our  ent-ire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

GILM ANTON  RESCUE  SQUAD 


The  Gilmanton  Rescue  Squad  responded  to  96  calls  in  1982.  Of  these  calls, 
11  were  motor  vehicle  accidents,  34  were  fires,  and  51  were  medical  emer- 
gencies. The  Squad  now  has  19  members.  Six  of  these  members  are  currently 
enrolled  in  an  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  course  and  all  members  are 
certified  in  CPR  (Cardiopulmonary  Resuscitation).  Two  members  are  qual- 
ified as  drivers. 

Extensive  training  sessions,  drills,  and  courses  have  been  planned  for  1983 
in  order  to  keep  our  members  well  practiced  and  disciplined  for  emergency 
rescues  and  first-aid. 

The  Squad  has  been  active  also  with  fund-raising,  in  order  to  help  defray 
some  of  the  expenses  of  training  and  new  equipment  for  the  rescue  truck. 
Several  dances  were  held  and  concession  stands  were  operated  by  members. 
In  the  coming  year  we  have  more  dances  and  fund-raising  projects  sched- 
uled. 

We  thank  the  people  of  Gilmanton  for  their  support  and  look  forward  to 
another  year  of  helping  to  make  this  town  a  safe  place  to  live.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GILM  ANTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  carry  out  its  responsibility  of 
reviewing  and  reporting  on  application  for  dredge  and  fill  permits  in  Town. 
Although  most  of  the  proposals  reviewed  during  1982  did  not  pose  signifi- 
cant threats  to  important  wetland  areas,  the  State  Wetlands  Board  support- 
ed our  recommendations  for  denial  or  modification  where  significant  im- 
pacts were  likely. 

We  also  reviewed  for  the  Planning  Board  a  proposal  by  Ken  Nutter  to 
open  up  a  new  gravel  excavation  area  off  South  Road,  just  North  of  Rocky 
Pond.  Our  recommendation  to  the  Board  was  that  guidelines  prescribed  by 
the  U.S.  Soil  Conservaton  Service  should  be  followed  during  excavation 
and  reclamation  of  the  area  to  minimize  immediate  and  long-term  impacts. 
Current  plans  call  for  restoring  each  area  where  gravel  is  to  be  removed  by 
grading,  replacing  topsoil  and  replanting  with  native  vegetation. 

Our  major  special  project  in  1982  is  still  ongoing  and  it  involves  a  survey 
of  active  farms  in  Town.  The  purpose  of  the  survey  is  to  collect  information 
on  agricultural  activities  to  identify  any  problems  which  our  farmers  are 
currently  facing.  We  feel  that  farming  is  an  important  activity  in  Town.  In 
addition  to  the  obvious  farm  products  which  we  consume,  farming  main- 
tains a  rural  quality  in  Town  which  so  many  of  us  value.  Results  of  the  sur- 
vey should  be  available  by  the  Spring  of  1983.

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GILMANTON  PLANNING  BOARD  1982  REPORT 


1982  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Planning  Board.  Work  on  the  Gilmanton 
Master  Plan,  a  policy  document  for  deciding  future  growth  of  the  town, 
was  completed  and  copies  of  the  plan  were  made  available  at  Town  Meet- 
ing. Based  upon  the  recommendations  in  the  Master  Plan,  proposed  re- 
visions to  the  Gilmanton  Zoning  Ordinance  were  drafted  by  the  Board. 
These  revisions  represented  the  first  major  changes  proposed  to  the  Ordi- 
nance since  it  was  initially  adopted  in  1970.  The  Planning  Board  held  a  ser- 
ies of  five  public  hearings  on  the  proposed  changes  beginning  in  July  and 
continuing  through  October.  Because  of  many  comments  made  by  resi- 
dents and  taxpayers  at  the  hearings,  the  Planning  Board  made  significant 
modifications  in  the  proposed  ordinance.  Gilmanton  voters  adopted  the 
new  ordinance  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  November  2nd.  The  new 
ordinance  establishes  five  zoning  districts  in  the  town  with  varying  mini- 
mum lot  sizes,  frontage  requirements  and  different  permitted  uses.  Copies 
of  the  ordinance  and  the  map  showing  the  location  of  the  districts  are  now 
available  in  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

The  1982  Town  Meeting  authorized  the  Planning  Board  to  adopt  regula- 
tions for  reviewing  site  plans  for  commercial  and  multifamily  housing  de- 
velopment. The  Board  is  currently  working  on  these  regulations  and  will  be 
holding  public  hearings  on  them  in  the  Spring.  Additional  topics  also  cur- 
rently under  study  by  the  Board  are:  (1)  revisions  to  the  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions to  make  arrangements  for  wood  lot  subdivisions  and  (2)  the  adoption 
of  standards  for  commercial  sand  and  gravel  operations. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.  Work 
sessions  are  often  held  between  meetings.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  pub- 
lic, and  the  Planning  Board  welcomes  comments  from  all  residents  and 
appreciates  the  participation  of  the  town  in  planning  for  Gilmanton's  fu- 
ture.

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LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 


The  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  worked  closely  with  the  town 
as  it  prepared  a  new  zoning  ordinance.  In  addition  to  help  on  writing  the  or- 
dinance, the  Commission  printed  100  copies  of  it  for  distribution  at  several 
public  meetings.  LRPC  also  printed  100  copies  of  the  town's  revised  subdi- 
vision regulations. 


Early  in  1982,  a  special  session  of  the  NH  Legislature  passed  a  solid 
waste  management  district  bill.  LRPC  has  assisted  Gilmanton  and  neigh- 
boring communities  in  setting  up  the  solid  waste  district  with  a  minimum 
of  expense  and  inconvenience.  Currently  the  Commission  is  working 
with  townspeople  in  placing  the  Academy  building  on  the  National  Regis- 
ter of  Historic  Places.  The  Commission  is  also  working  with  area  Legis- 
lators to  sponsor  bills  on  seasonal  home  conservations,  nuisance  boating 
and  other  issues  of  regional  importance. 


In  September,  LRPC  sent  the  town  a  handbook  on  techniques  to  protect 
Gilmanton's  groundwater  resources.  This  is  a  follow-up  to  one  of  the  re- 
commendations in  the  town's  new  Master  Plan. 


Finally,  the  LRPC  has  examined  issues  related  to  the  region's  economy. 
It  published  a  Census  Report  and  Economic  Profile  in  1982.  It  also  com- 
piled data  on  tourism  in  the  Lakes  Region,  toward  the  end  of  recommend- 
ing ways  in  which  this  industry  can  be  strengthened  without  compromising 
the  rural  qualities  of  the  Lakes  Region.

A  public  hearing  was  held  by  the  Parks  &  Recreation  Commission  so  that  the  townspeople 
could  contribute  suggeston  on  the  types  of  activities  and  projects  they  would  like  done  by  the 
Town.  The  attendance  was  very  small.  Those  present,  however,  expressed  interest  in  the  con- 
tinued improvements  of  the  ballpark  and  playground  facilities  at  Crystal  Lake  Park.  Another 
concern  was  the  vandalism  that  is  done  by  cars  driving  onto  the  field.  The  Commission  ap- 
preciated the  interest  of  the  townspeople  and  continues  to  welcome  suggestions  for  recreational 
activities  and  park  improvements  that  will  benefit  the  townspeople  of  Gilmanton. 

In  an  effort  to  implement  the  suggestions  made  at  the  public  hearing,  the  ballfield  was  com- 
pletely regraded  and  seeded.  New  sand  was  purchased  and  spread  over  the  beach  area.  This  im- 
provement resulted  in  increased  activity  and  use  of  the  beach  during  the  summer  months.  Sev- 
eral mothers  expressed  their  appreciation  for  this  improvement  and  that  the  children  enjoyed 
their  visits  to  the  park  much  more  because  of  it.  The  Commission  is  grateful  for  the  volunteers 
who  donated  their  time  to  spread  the  sand  and  who  installed  the  swings  in  the  playground  area. 

Heavy  wooden  posts  were  installed  between  the  parking  lot  and  ballfield.  This  has  elimina- 
ted vehicles  from  entering  the  field  except  when  given  permission  to  enter  through  the  gate. 

Another  successful  trip  to  Fenway  Park  took  place  in  June.  Thirty  children  and  ten  adults 
enjoyed  watching  the  Red  Sox  win  an  exciting  game.  The  bus  trip  and  tickets  to  the  game  were 
completely  paid  for  by  the  Town.  Anyone  wishing  to  act  as  a  chaperone  on  this  year's  trip  to 
Fenway  should  contact  a  member  of  the  Commission. 

The  4ih  of  July  was  celebrated  by  a  chicken  barbecue  and  band  concert  at  Crystal  Lake 
Park  under  the  capable  cooking  skills  of  Ralph  Forsythe.  Those  attending  enjoyed  the  meal 
and  the  musical  accompaniment.  On  July  18th,  the  Air  Force  Band  of  New  England  presented 
an  extraordinary  concert  of  folk  and  popular  music  with  talented  vocalists  which  added  to  the 
professionalism  of  the  group.  Although  the  Commission  was  very  disappointed  at  the  small 
number  who  attended,  it  was  a  beautiful  day  and  the  band's  efforts  were  greatly  appreciated 
and  enthusiastically  applauded.  There  is  no  charge  for  the  band  to  appear  and  a  letter  of 
thanks  was  sent  to  the  Air  Force  Base  from  the  Town. 

Several  private  parties  were  held  at  the  park  and  the  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  Fire  Depart- 
ment opened  their  refreshment  stand  to  the  public  the  day  of  the  Air  Force  Band  concert.  The 
barbeque  pits,  picnic  tables  and  pole  barn  are  availabe  to  any  resident  of  Gilmanton  to  use  for 
private  functions.  Prior  arrangements  should  be  made,  however,  by  contacting  the  Select- 
man's office  for  reservations. 

A  generous  donation  of  $100  was  given  to  the  summer  crafts  program  at  the  park  by  a 
summer  resident.  This  enabled  the  park  attendant  to  privide  materials  and  supplies  to  the 
children  participating  in  the  program  free  of  charge. 

The  3rd  annual  Halloween  party  was  held  at  the  Gilmanton  Elementary  School.  Over  100 
children  arrived  in  costume  and  participated  in  contests  and  games.  Prized  of  gift  certificates  to 
Burger  King  were  given  to  all  those  attending.  Free  refreshments  were  also  provided. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  Parks  &  Recreation  Commission  to  have  the  ball  diamond  installed  this 
spring  so  that  Little  League  and  softball  games  may  take  place  at  the  park  during  the  '83 
season.  Also  plans  are  being  arranged  to  install  a  lifeguard  chair  at  the  beach  to  help  insure  the 
safety  and  protection  of  all  using  the  beach.  Additional  playground  equipment  will  be  installed 
as  well.  With  increased  cost  of  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  park,  no  large  improvements 
are  planned  this  year  in  an  effort  to  keep  the  Parks  &  Recreation  budget  at  a  minimum.

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial  infor- 
mation listed  as  supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  com- 
bined financial  statements  of  the  Gilmanton  School  District.  The  in- 
formation has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  combined,  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial 
statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.
